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THE PUBLICATION 

Of Pensioners* List Causes Applications 
for Cancellation of Pensions. 

A I>anaeroa8 Counterfeit Compels tha 
Withdrawal of AU 8100 Silver Certifi- 
cates — A Measure to Be Introduced 
Chanains: the Civil Service Law. 

^^ASHInqton, Jan. 5. — Since the ag"!- 
tation concerning the publication of 
the list of pensioners commenced. Com- 
missioner £vans has received several 
letters from j>ensioners requesting a 
cancellation of their pensions. One 
pensioner in Michigan enclosed his 
certificate and stated his desire to have 
the same recalled, as he was not en- 
titled to the government’s bounty. He 
added that he would endeavor to re- 
turn all the money drawn since 1895, 
when the pension was granted. 

United States Trea.surer Roberts 
Tuesday sent the following telegram 
to all assistant treasurers: 

“Dijicovery of dangerous counter- 
feits compels retirement of all Si 00 sil- 
ver certificates. Forward all such 
notes to this office for destruction. Be 
cautious in receiving denomination 
and kind mentioned.” 

Another of these counterfeits was 
Tuesday discovered in a package re- 
ceived from Chicago. So far as known 
the only cities in which they have ap- 
peared are Chicago, St. Louis and Phil- 
adelphia. 

Pension Commissioner Evans has in 
preparation a circular letter to mem- 
bers of congress asking their co-opera- 
tion in the order recently issued pro- 
hibiting the further consideration 
of piension claims until one year has 
elapsed from the date of last 
action. This step was necessary 
because of the frequent calls of 
congressmen for a statement show- 
ing status of claims, which congested 
the work of bureau to such an extent 
as to seriously interfere with routine 
business. There are few instances 
where additional evidence of further 
disability occurs w’ithin a year and ac- 
cording to the new rule, the case may 
be taken up after that time, and if it 
contains additional evidence of such 
a character as to warrant a re-opening 
of the case such action will be taken. 

The sp*ecial committee appointed by 
the recent conference of the members 
of the house of representatives oppos- 
ed to existing civil service reform has 
agreed on a measure and will report it 
to the conference sometime -Wednes- 
day. It makes a number of changes 
in the oflices now in the cla.ssified ser- 
vice, and limits in specific terms the 
powers and duties of the civil service 
commission. 

THEODORE DURRANT, 

Th® Condemned Murderer, 3Iakeg Several 
Reqnestg Concerning His Execution. 

San Quentin, Cal., Jan.5.— Theodore 
Durrant has rehearsed the scene of his 
own death. At his own request, made 
absolutely without emotion, he has 
been told every incident that will 
mark the minutes of his last hours of 
life. 

Frpm the moment that he awakens 
nexC Friday morning until Warden 
Hale gives the signal to spring the gal- 
Theodore *DUrrant knows 
't is expected of him. 
lije condemned has made the follow* 
ing jfequests concerning his execution: 
First — That the rope used to hang 
him shall be destroyed immediately af* 
ter his death, so that no person can .say 
that he holds a piece of it as a me- 
mento. 

Second — That none of the spectators 
shall be allowed to gaze upon his feat- 
ures after he is executed. 

Third — That no autopsy shall be held 
after death, and that no physician be 
allow’ed to examine his body. 

Fourth — That after he is pronounced 
dead his remains shall be delivered to 
his parents as soon as possible. 

GOLD DEPOSITS 

Of Great Richness Discovered in Labrador 
— A Gold Seeking: Expedition Will Start in 
the Spring:. 

Halifax, N. S., Jan. 5. — Representa- 
tives of a Canadian and American com- 
pany, who visited Labrador for the 
purpose of erecting saw mills, report 
that that country contains de- 
posits of • gold of great rich- 
ness and is destined to become a 
great mining country. There exists 
strong evidence that gold is to be ob* 
tained in quantities equaled only by 
the deposits of the Klondike. In fact 
it is asserted that the deposits in Lab- 
rador are on the same range as those 
on the Klondike. Preliminary arrange- 
ments for a gold seeking exjjedition 
which is to start by vessel in the 
spring have already l^en made.

ILos Angeles, Cal., Jan. 5. — E. H. 
li'er &, Co., of Cleveland, O., have 
clised a contract with David E. Ecles 
aftd John' Clark, of Ogden, Utah, for 
Mile construction of a beet sugar facto- 
ry] at Ogd^n. The terms of the con- 
tr kct provide that the factory will have 
a tjiaily capaity of 700 tons, and shall be 
completed in time to handle the beet 
cr6p of 1898. When completed the 
plant will represent an expenditure of 
about S7U0,000.

Washington, Jan. 6. — Senator Maspn 
Wednesday introduced a bill fixing a 
special ta.x upon the manufacture of 
rai.xed flour, manufacturers being re- 
quired to pay $100. Mixed flour is de- 
fined by the bill to be the food product 
made from wheat and mixed with 
ground corn or other foreign sub- 
stances. A fine of $1,000 is imposed for 
ihe manufacture of this product with- 
out paying the ta.x and like heavy 
fines are provided for oth- 

er violations. An internal revenue 
tax of four cents for each ten pound 
packages in addition to the customs 
duty is imposed upon imported mixed 
flour. 

Among the iiamerous bills intro- 
duced Wednesday were the following: 

By Mr. Lodge, granting right of way 
through Alaska to the Alaska & North- 
western Railroad company from the 
Lynn canal via Chilkoot Pass to the 
northern boundary of the territory. 

Representative Johnson, of North 
Dakota, Wednesday introduced a bill 
to repeal the law which has just gone 
into effect relative to pelagic sealing 
and the importation of sealskins taken 
b 3 ' pelagic sealers. 

The bill for the reform of the civil 
service law which has been drafted by 
a special committee of republican 
members of tlie house of representa- 
tives opposed to the system in its pre- 
sent form, makes sweeping changes 
in the present s^-stem, the most impor- 
tant of wliich is the establishment of 
a five year tenure of office 
for those government em- 
ployes wlio are brought within 
the terms of the bill. The measure 
limits the application of the civil serv- 
ice system to the departments in Wash- 
ington and to such other localities 
where the total number of employ’s ex- 
ceed 25. All appointees are commis- 
missioned for five years, with the 
power of removal clearly regulated 
and vested in the appointing power. 
It is provided, however, tliat no remov- 
al shall be matle for political or 
religious causes, and in ca.se of removal 
the causes shall be specified and the 
papers made a record of the office. 

All per.sonsnow in the public service 
are to terminate their service five 
j^ears from the time that the act takes 
effect. The measure recognizes the 
general eligibility of these jiersons 
for reap-pointment. 

It includes in the civil service postal 
clerks and letter carriers in offices hav- 
ing over ten emplo 3 'es, exclusive of 
subordinates. It limits the civil service 
regulations to clerks who.se compensa- 
tion is from $900 to $1,800 per 3 ’ear and 
includes as clerks, cop 3 *ists, computers, 
counters and draughtsmen. 

It is poinU*d out that tlie essential 
idea of the foregoing hill is to take out 
of the civil service all responsible and 
important otficer.s, limiting it onlv’ to ; 
clerks in Washington and certain large 
cities and in these cases fixing a ten- { 
ure of office of five 3 ’ears. The mem- 
bers of the si^ecial committee framing 
the bill are well pleased with their la- ' 
bors sa 3 MDg that the orignal purpose of 
the civil service has been retained and 
that its radical expansions have been 
cu t off. 

Representative Clark, of Iowa, intro- 
duced a bill making the gold dollar the 
sole unit of value, directing ever 3 ’ na- 
tional bank to redeem its notes in dol- 
lars of such value and restricting the 
denominations of treasur 3 ’ or national j 
bank notes to ten dollars or its mul- ^ 
tiples; those outstanding of less de- j 
nominations being called in and ' 
standard silver dollars given in ex- ' 
change and certificates destroyed, j 
while after Jul 3 ', 1, 1900, the treasury i 
is to refuse all such certificates as pay- 
ment of public due.s. The national 
bank acts also are amended to charter 
banks with a paid up capital stock of 
$20,000, which may issue currenc 3 ' to 
the amount of the face of their securi- 
ties thc 3 ' deposit with the government, 
the tax on circulation to be one-half of 
one per cent, payable annuall 3 ' in Jan- 
uar_i^ 

Wa^ington, Jan. 6.— Senator Teller 
(Col.) Wednesday inti*bduced a concur- 
rent resolution declaring that the 
bonds of the United States, principal 
and interest, should, at the option of 
the government, be paid in standard 
silver dollars, and that such pa 3 ’ment 
is not in violation of public faith or in ' 
derogation of the rights of the public 
or creditor. The resolution v\%s re- 
ferred to the finance committee. 

There was a very large attendance 
in the hall of representatives when 
the house reconvened Wednesday after 
the holiday recess. The galleries 
were crowded. It was noticed that 
with one or two exceptions, the mem- 
bers of the Ohio delegation, both dem- 
ocrats and republicans were absent. 
Without any preliminar 3 ' business, the 
house went into committee of the 
whole to resume consideration of the 
legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill. All the features of 
the bill had been disposed of except 
the appropriation for the civil service 
commission upon which, by previous 
arrangement, there was to be an in- 
definte general debate. 

Assistant Secretary Vanderlip said 
Wednesday that there need be no fear 
that the trea.sury will contribute to 
any stringency in the mone 3 ^ market, 
and that if any occurred it would not 
result from redemption of outstanding 
currency sixes. The treasury had con- 
ducted the Union Pacific settlement so 
a.s to avoid tight money. 

Will Visit the United States. 

London, Jan. 0. — The Brussels corre- 
.spondent of the Daily Chronicle says 
that the nephew of King Leopold, of 
Belgium, Prince Albert Leopold, the 
heir presumptive to the Belgian throne, 
will make a long tour of the United 
States and Canada.

I The Local Safe Was Opened and Everything' 
J of Value W'as Taken — The Throuch 

Time-Lock Safe Was Not Tonched — 
Robbers Get Considerable Boodle. 

Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 5. — After 
about three months of inactivity Kan- 
sas City's train robbers scored another 
brilliant achievement Tuesday night. 
This time the Kansas City, Ifittsburg 
Si Gulf road is the sufferer. The com- 
pan 3 ’’s Port Arthur special, which left 
the compan 3 ’’s depot here at 6:40 Tues- 
da 3 ’ night, was robbed before it had 
passed beyond the city limits. Two 
men whom no one hut the express 
messenger seems to have seen 
climbed into the express car as the 
train left the depot. They overpow- 
ered the messenger, bound and gagged 
him, and rifled the car before the train 
came to a stop. When the train 
slowed up at a railroad cross- 
ing known as Air Line Junc- 
tion, near the southeastern limits 
of the city, thc 3 ' climbed out of the car 
and disappeared. Nothing was known 
of the robber 3 ’ until a Negro train 
porter entered the car and found the 
helpless express messenger. 

After the train had been stopped and 
others of the crew had come forward 
and released the express messenger, it 
was found that the robbers had rifled 
the local safe, taking from it every- 
thing of value. They had made no ef- 
fort to disturb the through safe, which 
is protected by a time lock. From Air 
Line junction a telegraphic report of 
the robbery was sent to the 
city and the train pro- 
ceeded south. The Wells Fargo 
Co. controls the express business on 
the Pittsburg Si Gulf roatl. At the ex- 
press company's office here C. R. Teas, 
the local manager, stated that there 
was not much of value in the local safe 
and that $200 or $300 would probabl 3 ' 
cover the company's loss. In police 
circles however the impression is that 
the robbers secured several thousand 
dollars in money and jewelry. 

The report received at the express 
compan 3 ’'s office here states that the 
robbers entered the express car as the 
train was passing K\'rads, having 
forced the rear door with a jimmy. E. 
N. Hyde, of Kansas Cit 3 *, was the ex- 
press messenger. Upon turning from 
his work he looked into the barrel of a 
six-shooter. The messenger offered no 
resistance, though he was well armed, 
and after the robbers had bound him 
one of the two stood guard over him 
while the other rifled the safe. 

The robbers are described as smooth- 
faced young men, and the fact that 
both were extremely nervous while in 
the e.xpress car is taken as evidence 
that thc 3 ’ are new recruits to Kansas 
Citv*'s force of train robbers. 

THE ST. LOUIS CLUB 

franchise Sold to John T. Brnsh and Asso- 
ciates — The Transfer Made. 

Indianapolis. Ind., Jan. 5. — Accord- 
ing to the News John T. Brush is like- 
13 ’ to become the owner of the St. Louis 
baseball franchise within the ne.xJ%24 
hours. Accompanied by William H. 
Schmidt Mr. Brush left for St. Louis, 
hoping to close the deal, which has 
been pending for three weeks. Mr. 
Schmidt took with him certified checks 
for a large amount of mone 3 ', and it is 
believed that the deal, all but pa 3 ’- 
ing over the money, has been com- 
pleted for several da 3 ’s. Mr. Brush 
has held several conferences with Chris 
Von der Ahe's representative within 
the la.st month, and it is said on good 
authorit 3 ’ that he has secured an op- 
tion on the St. Louis franchise. It is 
thought that in addition to Mr. 
Schmidt, A. G. Spaulding, C. C. Spink, 
of St. Louis, and A. C. Ansen are in- 
terested with Mr. Brush in the pur- 
chase of the Browns. 

St. Louls, Jan. 5. — Formal transfer 
of the St. Louis Browns was made to 
Mr. John T. Brush at 4 o’clock Mon- 
day. Messrs. A. G. Spaulding, C. C. 
Spink and A. C. Anson are said to be 
also interested with Mr. Brush in the 
purchase of the Browns, 

Wednesday morning Messrs. Von der 
Ahe and Muckenfuss were found and 
emphatically denied in toto having 
seen Mr. Brush or Schmidt, and even 
stated they do not know whether the 
two Indianapolis gentlemen are in the 
cit 3 ’ and that no deal has taken place 
as yet.

— The an- 
nouncement was made Tuesday that 
Hon. Ignatius Donnell 3 ’, the well- 
known populist leader, famous also as 
author of many popular books and up- 
holder of the Baconian authorship of 
Shakespeare s works, will in six weeks 
marry Miss Marian Hansen, who has 
been stenographer in the office of his 
newspaper. “The Sage of Niniuger," 
as Mr. Donnell 3 ’’ is called, is now 6C 
3 ears old and Miss Hansen is 20. 

Seven Killed in a Powder Explosion. 

Madrid, Jan. 5. — A dispatch from 
Oviedo, capital of the province of that 
name, in the Asturias district, sa 3 ’s 
that 200 kilogrammes (about 440 
• pounds) of powder exploded Tuesday 
at the Son Manjova factory. Seven 
were killed outright and many badly 
injured.

THE OHIO HOUSE, 

By a Unanimons Tote, Passes the Measure 
Repealinii; the Law for 50-Year Fran- 
chises for Street Railways. 

CoLU-MBUS, O., Jan. 6. — The senatorial 
contest became more bitter Wednes- 
day than ever. After the sensational 
developments Tuesda 3 ’ night in con- 
nection with the repeated changes ol 
Representative Griffith and othei 
doubtful members, the skirmishing 
proceeded more clandestinely on both 
sides. No claims of changes were 
made on either side. It was the pur- 
pose of the managers in not holding 
any caucuses to be able to keep theii 
own secrets till the balloting began a 
week hence. It is believed that secrel 
compacts are being made that will not 
become known until the votes of mem- 
bers are recorded. The situation Wed- 
nesda 3 ’ was the same as after the cau- 
cuses of Saturday night and the organi- 
zation of the legislature on Monday. 

All those who changed their prefer- 
ences Tue.sday were brought back dur- 
ing the night to their original places. 

There was much comment Wedne.s 
day on the departure of Congressman 
Grosvenor for Washington after ex- 
Secretary of State R 3 ’an and others 
had recently been there in the interest 
of Senator Hanna. The Hanna men 
insisted that there would be no legatee, 
while the oppo.sition insisted that they 
had Hanna beaten now and would beat 
Secretary Sherman, Assistant Secre- 
tary Day or an 3 ’ other one that the 
friends of the national administration 
brought out in place of Hanna. 

The feature of Wednesday was the 
passage in the house, as its first meas- 
ure and by a unanimous vote, of the 
bill repealing the law for 50-year fran- 
chises to street railways. This repeal- 
ing bill was introduced by Representa- 
tive Bramle 3 ’, Cleveland, who is 
one of the republicans opposing 
Hanna, and the Bramley hill was con- 
sidered as aimed at Hanna. After 
Bramle 3 ’^ spoke for his bill, Mr. Boxwell 
replied and charged Bramley with us- 
ing this bill for defense and buncomb 
at this time, Boxwell said he voted for 
the 50 years franchise law in the last 
legislature, and was sorry for it, but 
he did not then understand the meas- 
ure and was induced to support the 
measure b 3 ' Senator Foraker, who was 
here at that time urging the members 
to pass the law. The debate 
became general and it was 
freel 3 ^ charged by members in their 
speeches that Senator Hanna was at 
the state house two years ago as well 
as Senator Foraker, lobb 3 ’ing for the 
50-3’ear street railwa 3 ’ franchise law. 
Other proceedings in the hou.se were 
merely routine, but the old lines of 
Monda 3 ’ were drawn whenever the 
steering committee so desired. In the 
senate there were :ao new develop- 
ments, Senator Burke continued to co- 
operate with the democrats. 

At 11 a. m. both branches of the legis- 
lature met in joint a.ssembly to can- 
vass the vote of the last state elec- 
tion. It was a dull proceeding, in 
strong contrast with the scenes at the 
same hour and place one week hence, 
when the two houses assemble together 
for joint ballotting for United States 
senator. During the two hours de- 
voted to canvassing the vote the sen- 
ators and representatives put in the 
time conferring on the senatorial con- 
test, and it was the concensus of opin- 
ion that Hanna was short three votes 
and that the opposition was becoming 
more concentrated for Kurtz for the 
short term and Bushnell for the long 
term. 

IN CONGRESS. 

Both Houses Meet After the Holiday Re- 
cess and Diseuss the Civil Service Law. 
Washington. Jan. 6.— Senate— The pre- 
sentation of replies of the members of the 
cabinet to the resolution calling for informa- 
tion as to the application of the civil service 
law to the various departments of the govern- 
ment. together with the consideration of the 
bill establishing a bureau for the twelfth cen- 
sus, precipitated a sharp civil .service debate 
in the senate Wednesday. Mr. Cullom (111.), 
the author of the resolution thought that modi- 
fication in the law ought to be made as the au- 
thorities had drifted far away from the origi- 
nal intention of the authors of the civil service 
law. Mr. Allen (Neb.) charged that 
the law was openly and daily violated and 
said it was a hiss and byword among the peo- 
ple. Mr. Cockrell (Mo.) declared that it was 
presumptuous in Secretary Sherman to make 
recommendations to congress that certain posi- 
tions in his department should be excepted 
from the classified service when the president 
had full authority to make the exceptions he 
recommended. He thought an effort was being 
made to tie the president's bands. Mr. Davis, 
chairman of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, gave notice that he would next Monday 
and daily thereafter move that the senate con- 
sider in executive session the Hawaiian annex- 
ation treaty until it was disjmsed of finally. 

House— The civil service debate began in 
the house Wednesday, based on the item in the 
legislative, executive and judicial appropria- 
tion bill for the maintenance of the commis- 
sion. It promises tp continue at least until the 
end of this week, with a pos.jibility that it may 
run longer. But it is generally admitted on 
both sides that the appropriation in the bill 
will stand, as the anti-civil service re- 
formers do not seriously contemplate an 
attempt to strike it out. The debate, 
therefore. Is only preliminary to any pro- 
gramme which the enemies of the law 
may agree upon. The members of the house 
are divided into three camps on this question— 
tho.se who stand by the law, those who advo- 
cate its entire repeal and those who desire its 
modification. These divisions were apparent 
in the debate Wednesday, the nature of which 
was not as stirring as had been anticipated. 
Messrs. Moody (rep.. Mass.), Grow (rep.. Pa.), 
and Greene (pop.. Neb.), defended the law; 
Messrs. Dockery (dem.. Mo.). Robb (dem.. 
Mo.), and Pearson (rep.. N. C.). opposed it 
outright, while Mr Landis (rep.. Ind.) favored 
modification of the law. 

Fatal Quarrel Over Money Matters. 

Chicago, Jan. 0. — Edward M. Hunt, 
an ex-deputy sheriff, was shot and 
killed Wednesday afternoon b 3 ” W. 
Kay Smith, a bailiff in Judge Horton's 
court and a nephew of t'ne judge. ”he 
men had quarreled some time ago over 
a small sum of money due from Smith 
to Hunt. 

Charged With Embezzlement. 
Grand Ratids, !Mich., Jan. 6. — James 
E. McBride, a member of the populist 
national committee and prominent in 
Michigan populist circles, was arrested 
Wednesdav' on the charge of em- 
bezzling $300 from a client. 

To Stimulate Exports. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 6. — In order to 
promote exports, the railroad commit- 
tee has ordered a reduction of 20 per 
cent, in the freight rates o \ flour go- 
ing to Russian seaports and a reduc- 
tion of 16 per cent, on grain intended 
to be ground at seaports prior to ship- 
ment

Regular Session. 

FR.4NKFOKT. Ky., Jan. 5 .— Senate— T he sen- 
ate was called to order at noon Tuesday by 
Lieut. Gov. Worthington. The nominees of 
Monday night’s caucus were elected, and the 
tenate ad jouraed till Wednesday at noon, to 
await the delayed house organization. 

HousE--At IJ o’clock Tuesday the house of 
repre.sentatives was called to order by ex- 
Clerk T. S. Kirk, of Johnson county, and 
opened with prayer by Kev. George Dorsie 
The members came lorward in sections of ten 
and took the oath of office, administered by 
’Squire Thompson. Humphreys, of Fayette, 
asked if Alvin Bertram had been sworn in, and 
the clerk told him that Bertram was not a 
member and could not be sworn in. This ques- 
tion was intended to show and did show 
that Bertram had no right to vote in 
Monday night’s caucus when his vote 
nominated Henry Williams to be en- 

rolling clerk. J. C. W. Beckham, dem., of 
Nelson, and J. P. Haswell. rep., were placed in 
nomination for speaker. Beckham received 70 
to 25 for Haswell. a strict party vote. Five 
members were absent and did not vote. The 
following officers were then elected, all of them 
being the nominees of the democratic caucus: 
Clerk, J. Breck Hill; assistant clerk. Green 
Keller; sergeant-at-arms, Percy Haley; en- 
rolling clerk, Henry Williams; doorkeeper, W. 
M. Lyons; janitor. Morton Swango. The house 
then adjourned until 11 o’clock Wednesday, 
when it will complete its organization and hear 
the governor’s message read. 

Frank FORT. Jan. 6.— Senate — A senate com- 
mittee composed of Senators Goebel, Jones and 
Alexander notified the bouse it was ready for 
business, and a house committee composed of 
Representatives Charlton. Sharp and Clark 
notified the senate. The joint committee then 
waited upon the governor, who formally sent 
In his message, which was read. 

House— The house opened Wednesday morn- 
ing with prayer by Rev. George Means. The 
house then hurried through the journal and 
went into the election of their troublesome 
nominees. George Kendrick was elected cloak 
room keeper by a strict party vote, and then 
came the bitter pill. South, of Trimble, put J. 
H. Ely. colored, of Todd, in nomination for as- 
sistant cloak room keeper, and Ogden, of 
Louisville, named the colored candidate for 
page. Most of the democrats voted for 
the Colored house nominee, and all the 
republicans voted for theirs. One or 
two men explained their votes. The 
absence of some of those who did not vote was 
a little conspicuous, as they had been in the 
house a few minutes before. Thirteen demo- 
crats did not vote for Ely. but were absent. 
There was no trouble over the election of 
'young Lockey, the son of the populist member 
from Trigg, who was 'given the nomination for 
one of the pageships, but some democratic 
members were again absent for a few minutes. 
The election of the pages completed the organ- 
ization of the house, but it comsumed the time 
until afternoon. The governor’s message was 
then read. 
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s sake, that free 
it by no means follows 
that their owners should be robbed and plun- 
dered. 

You are now boldly confronted with the ques- 
tion. whether these crimes are to continue or 
whether the state has the will and the power 
to protect the lives and property of its citi^sns. 

In January. 189<5. I recommended in a general 
message, and again at the called session, the 
pas.sage of a law making the counties where mob 
violence prevailed responsible in damages to 
the widows, children or heirs of persons killed 
and responsible to those injured in person or 
property. This law has proven salutary in 
every state of the union where it has been en- 
acted. With it should be connected the abso- 
lute right of change of venue, so that trials 
may be had by unprejudiced juries in un- 
prejudiced communitie.s. 1 have been in- 
formed that, among other contentions which 
prevented the adoption of such a statute, it was 
asserted that corporations would burn their 
property, or prevent the collection of tolls in 
order to sue the counties, and that persons 
would have their relatives killed in order to 
recover damages from the county. These ob- 
jections are puerile. 

No one more deeply deplores the pre.sent con- 
dition of affairs than myself, and to no one is 
it more painful to make such a confession, but 
when human life is cheap, when millions of 
dollars that would otherwise seek investment 
in Kentucky are l)eing turned into other chan- 
nels. when we are becoming a spectacle in the 
eyes of the people of other states and other 
c(»untries. not only love for my native state, 
but official duty, demands plain speech and 
prompt and severe action. 

It is idle to talk economy in the public serv- 
ice as long as extravagance is suffered to con- 
tinue. It is better to curtail expenses than to 
increase taxe.s. Hitherto the attention of your 
predecessors has been called to this matter 
without success. I hope, however, that differ- 
ent action will be had by you. 

Useless offices should be abolished. The bu- 
reau of agriculture has been fully tested, and if 
common experience and general opinion are 
worth anything, has fallen far short of accom- 
plishing any material good. Yet thousands of 
dollars are expended annually to carry out its 
purposes. This can be abolished only by con- 
stitutional amendment, whiAi I recommend 
may be done. 

Register of the land office entaiLs an expense 
of thousands of dollars each year, without cor- 
responding benefit. 

The present salaries are in nearly every in- 
stance twice as much as they were at the con- 
clusion of the war. when the premium on gold 
was greater than ever before. There is no rea- 
.son why such a condition of affairs should 
exist 

Perhaps the most exclusive drain on the 
treasury i.s “criminal expenditure.s.’’ In this 
are comprised jurj' fees, witness fees, sheriffs, 
marshals, jailers and constables’ fees, costs of 
examining courts, etc. 

Under the present laws a large number of 
persons are yearly sent to the penitentiary who 
should be lined and compelled to work out the 
same on the county roads. 

Shortly after the present administration c-ame 
into power the contract with the Frankfort 
Chair Co. was forfeited by the directors of the 
penitentiary on account of the company’s 
failure and refusal to pay its indebtedness 
to the state, and the inability, by reason of 
that fact, of the directors to continue opera- 
tions. The large amount of floating debt then 
owing and which could not be paid for lack of 
funds in the treasury, rendered it imperative 
in carrying on work in the penitentiary to col- 
lect from the company all money due. There 
was no other source from which the funds 
needful to pay operating expenses could be 
had. In this condition of affairs the company 
demanded that the directors should not ap- 
point a superintendent they had selected. 
This demand was disregarded, whereupon the 
company purchased, at a discount, a sufficient 
amount of warrants owing by the state ,to 
cover its indebtedness, and offered the same to 
the auditor in payment, refusing to pay a sin- 
gle dollar in money. By their own action they 
terminated the contract. 

It then became necessary to adverti.se for 
bids for convict labor, which was done prompt- 
ly. resulting in what is known as the "Martin 
contract ’ for the employment of 6,50 men. Con- 
siderable complications have grown out of this 
contract, and. in order that the real merits of 
the transaction might be understood. I ordered 
State Inspector Lester to make a careful exam- 
ination of the working of the same, and for 
that purpo.se ordered him to employ an expert 
accountant. His report will be placed before 
you and will doubtless have your close study 
and attention. 

The contract has not realized the money 
which it was thought it would at the time it 
was made, and there is now a controversy be- 
tween the state and Mr. Martin, in which the 
former claims that the latter owes the addi- 
tional sum of $23,000. 

Following clo.sely upon the termination of 
the contract with the Frankfort Chair Co., 
came the destruction of the workshops at Ed- 
dyville by tire. This threw out 
of employment a large number 
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lion, as many in one political party as in the 
other, and in this way persons deprived of 
their votes. Every facility should l>e afforded 
the humblest man in the commonwealth to in- 
telligentiy cast his vote and have it counted. 
Mutations In politics in the end bring retribu- 
tion to any party that denies or abridges the 
rights of citizenship. 

Where registration is necessary, especially 
in large cities, it i.s charged that regularly 
registered voters. in some instances, 

arc falsely impersonated, and, on this 
account. persons who are not en- 

titled. vote, and. in this way. prevent legal 
voters from exercising their privileges. As to 
whether this charge be true I do not know, but 
the fact that such a thing might be done Ls suf- 
fleient to call for the enactment of such laws as 
will in some measure identify the lawful voter. 

Primary elections .should be prohibited from 
being held at the same time or place where 
regular elections are held. They consume 
time and create confusion and undue excite- 
ment. The selection of candidates should not 
be allowed in any way to conflict with or affect 
the election of officers. 

There is a diversity of opinion as to whether 
canva.ssing or examining boards have the right 
to pass on rejected ballot.s. This should be 
made plain and the right of every citizen guar- 
anteed to have his vote counted as cast, 
whether there i.s or is not a contest. The law 
should be made so explicit that no citizen shall 
lose his vote on account of the technical fail- 
ure of any officer to discharge a plainly minis- 
terial duty when the officers of the election are 
satisfied that the ballot was in fact deposited. 

According to the present law. when any 
party has failed to nominate a candidate by 
convention or primary election, upon a petition 
signed by the requisite statutory number, any 
individual, however objectionable, may have 
his name placed under a party device. Fre- 
quently this may prove distasteful to the party, 
and s'aould not be allowed. 

Section 14.58. Kentucky Statutes, prohibits 
the secretary of state from certifying and the 
county clerk from placing the name of a candi- 
date. properly certified to have been nominated, 
on the ballot whenever notified by such candi- 
date that he will not accept the nomination. 
Section 1464, Kentucky statutes, provides 
that, in case of death, removal or resig- 
nation. after the printing of the ballot, 
certain steps may be taken to meet the 
contingency. I suggest that in either 
state of case referred to in the last named .sec- 
tion. or In the case mentioned in Section 14.58, 
it be made the duty of the secretary of state or 
clerk to at once give notice to the chairman or 
.secretary of the state central committee, dis- 
trict or county committee, and that pasters 
may be provided and used in such ca.se, and 
proper steps taken by the party organization 
.such as will enable such party to supply the 
place as provided in Section 1464. 

Section 15.57. Kentucky statutes. prcscril)es a 
tine of $50 and imprisonment in the coiuity jail 
against any officer, upon whom a duty is im- 
po.sed in Chapter 41. who shall wilfully neglect 
to perform his public duty, or who shall wil- 
fully perform it in such a way as to hinder tha 
object of the law. a glance at the many im- 
portant duties which this .section governs 
will demonstrate that the punishment is 
entirely inadequate as to officers of reg- 
istration ami officers of regular and pri- 
mary elections. Particularly is this true 
as to the duties assigned to the .secretary of 
state in certifying nominee.s; the clerk in the 
proper preparation or distribution of stencils 
and ballots; the sheriff in delivering ballot 
boxes ; the county judge in the appointm'cut of 
officers of election and giving the notice of 
same; the admission of unauthorized persons 
into the booth or within less than 50 feet of the 
polls; the counting of votes and the preserva- 
tion of contested ballots. 

Section 1448. Kentucky statutes, limits the 
appointment of officers of election to house- 
keepers. Many competent persons are exclud- 
ed by this section, and it should be altered. 

Proud of the glorious achievements of the 
white race, believing that it is the superior of 
every other, that by reason of its advantages 
in liberty, education and advanced civilization, 
it can ill afford to place additional burdens up- 
on others that arc struggling for improved 
manhood, and not fearing for a moment tbac 
any race will become its equal. I most earnestly 
recommend the repeal of what is known as the 
“separate coach law.” 

The use of intoxicating liquors and the car- 
rying of concealed weapons are the fruitful 
.source of nearly every murder that is commit- 
ted. Local option and prohibition laws are be- 
ing evaded and rendered inoperative by rea- 
son of the “jug trade.’’ Attempts have been 
made to punish tho.se who deliver whisky in 
the counties where such laws are in force, 
but the court of appeals has decided that 
the place of delivery is that where the jugs 
are banded to the expressman or common car- 
rier. and in this way an avenue of escape has 
been afforded, and the platforms of depots in 
anti- whisky localities are daily covered with 
jugs. In order to remedy the evil, it is suggest- 
ed that a law be enacted fixing the legal deliv- 
ery of intoxicating liquors at the place of des- 
tin tion instead of the place of shipment (ex- 
cept as to original packages from points out- 
side Kentucky), and providing proper punish- 
ment for any person, natural or ariitlciul, who 
delivers the article at the place of destination. 

Again attention is called to the sale of cigar- 
ettes and cigarette paper. Their use Is universal- 
ly condemned by the medical profession and 
every day experience. 1 lecouimend that their 
sale be prohibited. 

Every year the doc’KOt of court of appals is 
enlarged. One cause for it is. that appeals are 



Economy Advocated and New 
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State Property is Depreciated by Tollg 
Raiders— W’ants the Separate Coach La 
Repealed — A Reform School is Urged 
—The Indebtedness of the State. 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 5 . — Gov. Bradley sent 
the following message to both branches of the 
legislature Wednesday: 

3y authority of law enacted at the last ses- 
sion, the $.500,000 bonds were prepared and bids 
taken therefor. These oonds only bear 4 per 
cent, interest, payable semi-annually, and have 
but ten years to run, but, despite these facts, 
they were sold at a premium of 7.47 per cent. 
This is the best sale of state bonds ever made 
in the union outside the state of New York. 

The present bonded indebtedness is $11.48.’?-, 
990.86. The floating debt past due is $1..562,- 
11^33; with bonded debt added it makes a total 
indebtedness of $.5,046,166.19. Resources of the 
staking fund are $586,612.72. 

After deducting the latter amount the net 
amount of indebtedness is $4.4.59.,503.47. Of this 
amount the educational bonds are not subject 
to redemption, but constitute a perpetual debt, 
the interest upon which is payable semi-annu- 
ally. 

To the shame of the commonwealth, I am 
again compelled to call your attention to the 
fact that organized bands of lawless men have 

g their nefarious 
state, notwithstanding 
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continued and are continuin; 
work throughout the 
the passage of legislation especially intended 
to'^prevent their operations. 

In Hancock county, in open day and without 
masks or even pretense of secrecy, a Negro 
was forcibly taken from the jail and hung on 
the public streets of Hawesville. Rewards 
were promptly offered, but the coroner’s jury, 
doubtless composed of blind men, before whom 
none but blind witnesses testified, returned a 
verdict that deceased had lost his life at the 
hands of persons unknown to them. There 
can be no excuse or palliation for the conduct 
of the brute who was swung into eternity, but, 
nevertheless, the mob, in hanging him, were 
guilty of murder. 

Such swift punishment is not attended by the 
anguish and suffering endured by the con- 
demned criminal, and docs not inspire the 
dread or terror of a legal execution. Doubt- 
less. had the guilty wretch been given his 
choice of punishment, he would have .selected 
that meted out to him. So that, in his illegal 
execution, the law was robbed of its victim, 
^he punishment inflicted less severe than it 
would otherwise have been and the law vio- 
lated and trampled under foot. 

As said in my Inaugural, “mob violence 
(whjse home is in the breast of cowards) 
should be prevented at all hazard, or if com- 
mitted. promptly and severely punished. It is 
an open declaration of contempt for the laws, 
the courts and the administration of justice, 
and instead of promoting, destroys the wel- 
fare of the state. The commission of crime to 
punish crime can find no apologist in Christian 
civilization.” 

In this connection allow me to call your at- 
tention to the insufficiency of the law concern- 
ing an attempt at assault. In such ca»ss. 
where the i>erson assaulted receives Injury, the 
law should provide punishment by confinement 
in the penitentiary for not less than ten years, 
or life, or by death, in the discretion of the 
jury, as the extent of injury may demand. 

Your attention is especially directed to the 
frequent occurrence of what Is called “turn- 
pike raids.” Persons engaged in this character 
of crime have become more emboldened, while 
law-abiding citizens seem to have become 
paralyzed. The Martin law. although well in- 
tended. has failetl to accomplish its purpose. I 
have faithfully tried to enforce it by offering 
rewards and employing detectives, but do not 
know of a single conviction under its pro- 
visions. On the contrary, in many localities 
public sentiment Is reported as indorsing the 
crime. In nearly every instance wnere these 
crimes have been committed the vicious are 
loud-mouthed in approval, while peaceable cit- 
izens. more or less, are overawed and 
afraid to speak. This appears strange in 
a state which boasts of the prowess of 
her son.s. Nevertheless, it is true. Be it 
said, however, to the credit of Kentucky, 
that the citizens of the greater portion 
of the state condemn such high-handed out- 
rages. I am .satisfied in numerous instances 
many of those who pose as good citizens have 
winked at outlawry, because the result would 
be the depreciation in value of turnpikes, and 
thus enable the counties to purchase them at 
nominal prices, thereby preventing, in a large 
ilegree, the levying of taxes. Advantage has 
Leen taken by some of the fiscal courts of this 
condition of affairs, and counties have become 
beneficiaries of crime, which would not have 
been committed but for the worthlessness and 
cowardice of officials and the corruption of 
citizens, who openly countenanced the law 
breakers. Frequently counties have voted for 
free turnpikes by large majorities and at the 
same time voted against the issuance of bonds 
to pay for them. In other words, they declare 
they will have free roads without making com- 
pensation. 

Under such circumstances, as might be ex- 
pected, turnpiki stock owned by the state, 
which was valued at $400,000 three years ago. 
and which produced nearly $’24,030 dividends 
annually, is comparatively- worthless. 

In many places turnpike officials fear to ask 
for guards lest their hou.ses should be burned 
or they should be assassinated. In one case 
the state inspector was sent to the scene of 
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To Turn the Property Owned by the State 

Board of Agriculture Over to the State. 

Indianapolis, 1ml., Jan. 6 . — The 
state board of agriculture, which is 
holding' its annual session in this city, 
has before it a proposition that the 
property it owns be turned over to the 
state and that it become a state organ- 
ization. Several years ago the supreme 
court held that the body was a private 
cor poration. 

Gov. Mount delivered an address be- 
fore the board. He said: 

“A few evenings ago I heard a dis- 
cussion among distinguished gentle- 
men of this city. It was the consensus 
of opinion that the most discouraging 
outlook for agriculture was found in 
the fact that too many 3 'oung men were 
leaving the farm. Statistics and ob- 
servation strongly tend to show that 
thef" urban population is rapidly in- 
creasing, while that of the rural dis- 
trictstis increasing.at a far less rate. The 
casual observer might conclude that 
this is to the advantage of the farmer, 
as the tendency is to the decreasing of 
producers and increasing of consumers. 
The careful student of economics, how- 
ever, wants to understand the reason 
why there seems to be so little attrac- 
tion in country’’ life. 

’’Farmers, as a rule, are inclined to 
talk farming down instead of exalting 
its possibilities. One of the gentlemen 
above referred to said that ‘some ag- 
gressive efforts are needed to attract 
atten,tion and add interest to farm 
life.’” 

“The superintendent of public instruc- 
tion informs me that the total amount 
annually expended in the cause of edu- 
cation in Indiana would not fall short 
of 810,000,000. I am in favor of the 
broadest kind of education, but I want 
farmers educated in the science of ag- 
riculture aTi well. There is practically 
no instruction 'as to how crops grow, 
the elements of plant food they re- 
quire, how to conserve and how to re- 
store those elements to the soil. There 
is little or nothing in the text books of 
our schools to interest children in na- 
ture study.” 
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Angry Republicans at Marysville. 

Cleveland, O., Jan. t>. — A special 
from Marysville, O., the home of Rep- 
resentative Griffith, of the state legis- 
lature, sa^’s: People here are wild and 
threats of violence are made against 
Representative Griffith. Two Kurtz 
men from Columbus, while here nar- 
rowl 3 ' escaped violence at the hands of 
angr\* republicans. A mass meeting of 
Griffith's constituents was lield Wed- 
nesday night and action was taken in 
the matter. 

National Call of the Liberty Party. 

Springfield, O., Jan. 6. — The execu- 
tive committee of the liberty- party of 
Ohio has issued a call for a national 
conference, to be held in Columbus, 
O,, February' ‘23 and 24. The object of 
the conference is to perfect the organ- 
ization of the party and to provide 
methods for pushing a rigorous cam- 
paign in ever^' state in the union. 

Echoolhouse Burnii With Reported Loss of 
Life. 

Veedersblkg, Ind., Jan. 6. — The 
schoolhouse at Yeddo was burned 
Wednesdaj’. Reports from the scene 
say that it is feared two children are 
in the fire. Two were thrown from a 
second floor window and badly in- 
jured. Ths building cost 84 , 500 .

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THE COW PEA. 

A Vegetable l>nknown to the North 

That Haa M any I'Mea in the South. 

The cow pea is not mentioned in the 
market <iuoTatior.s, and it is not ^ound 
among" the he;i[)ed-np varieties of pe-as 
at the produce dealers'. Planters even 
as far southward as the Potomae are 
unfamiliar with its merits: but further 
down on the coast, in the Carolinas and 
in Georg’ia, the unpretending" little len- 
til is of con.sequence. It stands for the 
coin of the country in certain seasons 
and is a recognized factor in the Christ- 
mas trade. 

In that reg"ion when a farmer, white 
or black, refers to the amount of peas 
he has harvested, it g-oes without say- 
^ ing" that he is speaking of the eo'w pea, 
■'and it is the cow pea that the quail has 
in mind when he calls “Bob white! 
Peas ripe!” so confidingly across the 
fields. The blaek-eyed j>ea, the aristo- 
cratic little lady pea, the speckled pea. 
the sugar pea, the garden pea, and so 
on, may have their special uses and 
patronage, but the cow pea heads them 
all in solid, practical benefits for man 
and beast in that region. 

“Peas ain’t cost you nothin’ to make, 
like cotton, and dey ain’t debil you een 
de raisin’, like rice,” sa3’s a black sage 
and economi.st. “When you's got a half 
bushel or maybe a bushel .sack of peas 
clung across 3'our shoulder, it same like 
you got de 75 cents or de $1.25, right 
down, in yaur han’.” And he puffs out 
his withered cheeks and blows ener- 
getically at the fanner full of thrashed 
peas he is winnowing at that moment. 

“Some people is got grudge 'gainst 
cow j>eas ’cause dey was knowed for 
cheap eatin’ in de .slave time,” he goes 
on. “Stringin* owners what had a 
sight ob hands to feed, an’ wasn’t qual- 
itA* buckra, nohow, usen togiedese peo- 
ple peas rations ’count ob de nourish- 
ment an’ de light suspense. Dat fac’ 
don’t count nothin’, dough, wid people 
what onderstands rightl3' ’bout t’ings. 
Cow peas is curious. Dc3' got magic in 
’em. In course, if a man eat ’em when 
dev’s pulled green or de>' ain* done cook 
enough he gw’ine ’spicion it. De3'’ll 
gie mule de colie, too, ’fore dc3'’s ript*. 
an’ horse an’ cow' all both goin’ to perish 
in dere tracks if dey tackles a new-ripe 
pea field ’fore de sap is cure'; but dat 
ain't sa3in’ nothin’ 'gainst the nour- 
ishment in ’em, an’ de good dcA' does 
do de ground what t.he3' plant in, an’de 
capital taiste theA-^ ta.ses wid liaeon. 
eider rice. 

“Cow peas is bound to grow wherever 
you plant ’em, whedder in black jack 
Ian’ or a miry bottom, or wa3* up on de 
hill. Whedder de .season wet or dry 
groir’ on grown n’ all de same. I’s a 
farmC^what studies de signs closer 
almanac, but when I comes across 
^b gyound een dis countr3' what 
|r IS 50 p^r ^Jal it won’t sprout oow peas 
rr be lookin’ out for kingdom come. 
Peas is a Curin’ kind of crop, too. When 
you’s got a no count cotton patch what’s 
been plant yeatr in and year out, till it’s 
plum threadbare and all run doiw n, you 
gie it two or free do.se of cow peas, and 
in a couple of .seasons it will be tone up 
to de old standin’.” — N. Y. Sun.

And AA'ill you pre- 
serve unto the bishops and clergy of 
England and Ireland and to the 
churches there committed to their 
charge all such rights and priA'ileges 
as by law do or shall appertain to them 
or any of them?

TREATMENT OF COWS. 

Uow to Secure Satisfactory Results 
in Farm Dairying:. 

From an article written bj- George 
Sampson, of the Sharon (Wis.) Report- 
er. we take the following: 

“The functions of the cow are to take 
your coarse foOder and grain and man- 
ufacture them into milk. Providing 
she is so fe<l that she can sustain her 
body and in addition produce milk at a 
arolit, she is a good cow. You know 
there are any number of cows that do 
not pay for their keeping, but in this 
age of progress we can ascertain be- 
yond a shadow of doubt w hether or not 
b COW’ is a profitable dairy cow. 

There are three things you must con- 
sider: 1, the quantity of milk given; 2, 

the quality— by the Babcock test; 3, the 
length of the period of lactation. 

“After having succeeded in establish- 
ing a herd of good dairy cows comes 
the important part of taking proper 
care of them. Milch cows must have a 
variety of feed, as no one kind of feed 
contains all the different elements 
which both sustain the body and pro- 
duce the milk. "We will see later what 
milk is composed of, and you will un- 
derstand why s-he must have a variety 
of feed. 

“Do not feed your cows before milk- 
ing. So many do this in order that the 
cx)W’ shall stand better d*uring the proc- 
ess of milking. You will ask why? 
Most of the milk is secreted during the 
process of milking and the cow must 
use her blood in the udder. If she is 
eating, this blood rushes to her stomach 
in order to carry the nutriment to the 
different parts of the body, and the con- 
sequence is that there is a lack of blood 
in the udder to produce the best results. 
Extreme care must be taken not to feed 
anything that will flavor milk just be- 
fore milking, as it will then pass into 
the milk, but feed directly after milk- 

MARKETING BUTTER. 

UoKt Time to Sell Is as Soon as file 
Product Is Keadj-. 

The question often arises with dairy 
farmers who make and market tiieir 
own butter, shall I sell or hold for hiirh- 
er prices? Butter depreciates from the 
moment it is made till it is consumed, 
under ord‘inar\’ farm conditions; and is 
always liable to fluctuations in price, 
which are as often against tike holder 
as in his favor, and he is always losing 
the interest on its value as long as he 
holds it. Holding for a higher price 
js one form of sjjeculation — a business j 
larmers have no oc-casion to indulge in. 
It is true a rise in property may some- 
times be foreseen, making it 2 U’etty safe 
to hold for a time, but when a dairyman 
w ould not think it w ise or safe to buy 
butter or cheese to hold for a better 
[(rice, he had better not hold his own. 
'Fhe fact that it turns out tliat he might 
Lave done better bv holding- than bv 
selling, when his goods are first ready 
for market, is not a sufticlent reason 
for his holding at another time, for the 
chances will as often be against him, 
and whichever wav it is, he must al- 
' Ways endoire the losses from injury, 
shrinkage, depreciation, waste and use 
of capital. Therefore, as a rule, we sa}’ 
it is most prudent to sell always when 
products are ready for market, and most 
es{)ecially so with butter, which is al- 
ways suffering from depreciation in 
quality. — Rural World. 

Wuotlpeckers Are Helpful. 

There is ao longer the prejudice 
which used to exist against the wood- 
})ccker as the destroyer of valuable 
trees, which it used to be believed he 
pecked so as to start the sap to flow- 
ing. The work he does is almost al- 
ways on dead w ood, and he only pecks 
holes in that to find the insect that has 
deadened the wood and if billowed to 
live would ultimately destroy the tree. 
There is .no more valuable insect de- 
stroyer than the woodpecker. It is 
one of the lew birds that stay with us 
all winter, and its cheerful pecking 
can be heard in almost any woodland 
at this season. The only complaint we 
ever heard against the woodpecker is 
that he destroys early cherries. But 
he has earned his part of the cherries 
by previously destroying the insect en- 
<einies that would have killed the tree. 
—American Cultivator. 

Monuxuciit to tlie Potato. 

A curious monument has just been 
•discovered in the dense undergrowth 
of the so-called Brandhai. in the Uj)i)er 
Hartz. It is a granite block about seven 
feet high, resting on a stone jjedestal, 
and on an iron tablet attached to it is 
the following inscrii)tion: “Here, in 

the year 1747, the first trials were made 
with tlie-eultivation of the i)otato."‘ The 
tlerjmui j)eas.int at the time did not 
1ak« Idndly to the jmtato i)lant on its 
iiitrtKluctir*! to the country. It had. 
aowev^r, a great friend in the king, 
Frederick Jj... who was convinced of 
its value* but who was obliged to use 
forcible nveasu’.’es to get the i)cople of 
Pomeraniii and Silesia to jTlant it. The 
action of th-e Hiirtzers in voluntarily 
adopting the j)lant was evidently 
thouglit worthy of a memorial, says the 
SviUday Ccinjjanion. 

Koeordx of Famoui* Cow*. 

The records of some cows are almost 
marvelous. I’aulijie Paul, a Holstein, 
has a record of 31 pounds and 1% 
ounces for one day. Paul DeKoe pro- 
duced over 1.153 pounds in one year. 
Other cows of that breed have also ex- 
cellent records, Mechtchilde producing 
39 pounds 10 ounces in one week: Ge- 
nt.sta, 23 pounds 5 ounces: Jewel 2d, 
27 iKJunds 13 ounces, and quite a nuin- 
hev have exceeded 20 pounds in a week. 
(;f Jerseys Lan.seer's Fancy is credite<l 
wj:h 930 pounds and 14^.^ ounces in a 
yea”, with Oxford, Kate, Iiia-of St. Lam- 
bert and others exceeding 20 pounds in 
one week.

SHED FOR MACHINERY. 

An Investment Which Pays Mom 
Than Ordinary Interest. 

Select a site convenient to the lanes 
leading to the various fields and at a 
proper distance from the other build- 
ings, to insure safety in case of fire, 
I find 20x40 feet a convenient size on an 
average farm. Divide into three spaces, 
two of 13 feet each and one of 14 feet. 
Inclose these spaces on three sides and 
on the fourth fit double doors. Win- 
dows can be placed where desired. 
Common lun ber will answ’cr, using 
good shingles for roofing and pine

lumber for doors. Make good joints 
to prevent the entrance of fowls and 
sparrows, which are extremely fond 
of roosting on the implements. The 
floor should be 12 inches above the sur- 
face of the ground. The approaches 
to the doors can be made of earth or 
gravel. 

Put the binder in the 14-foot space, 
and with it the remainder of the har- 
vesting implements. In the next space 
put the tillage implements, and in the 
last the vehicles. 

It is very important to have a place 
for every article and keep every article 
in its place. When the implement* are 
jilaced in the shed apply a coating of 
kerosene oil to the bright parts of Cast- 
ings and where liable to be injured by 
rust. Do this twice a year. .Also get

half a g-allon of boiled linseed oil ahd j 
apply to woodwork, especially where j 
the j>aint has worn off. Repeat this op- 
eration once in five j’cars. Use good 
machine oil on all bearings. 

Run the binder and other harvesting 
machines into the shed every day as 
soon as the dav’s work is over. .Allow 

^ I 

no imjjlement to remain in the fields 
for any lengthy period. It is thus 
ready to be taken out on the shortest 
notice and in good working order. Be- 
fore using an implement tighten all 
loose bolts. Keep all knives, colters, 
skimmers, etc., sharp and in good rc- 
]>air. The work will be more satisfac- 
tory and the draft lighter. A work 
bench, with a vise and a. few tools for 
repairing, would be a good investm<‘i:t. 
— Orange Judd Farmer. 

GARDEN AND ORCHARD. 

Do not use coal tar on wounds calised 
by pruning. Use wax or paint. 

Never plant too many summer apples. 
Winter apples are what you want. 

It is profitable to buy canned frait if 
you have none. It is a health promoter. 

Keep the squash in a dry room where 
the temperature never goes below freez- 
ing. 

Onions rot so easily that when grown 
for the market shoTild be sold as soon as 
possible. 

Uncultivated orchards suffer more 
from drought than do those that are 
cultivated. 

Cider is quite as dangerous a beverage 
as can be given the young. It is an ap- 
petite breeder. 

Ashes spread broadcast in the or- 
chard at the rate of half a ton per acre 
w ill be very useful. 

Mulching of the strawberry bed, 
grape vine, roses, etc., should be done 
as soon as the ground freezes. 

It is of no use to exi>ect to make a suc- 
cess of house plants if the temperature 
varies from freezing to 70 degrees. 

Blighted leaves or branches on the 
fruit trees should be cut off at once 
and burned to prevent the disease 
spreading. 

Every farm should have an acre of 
orchard, 40 apjjle trees, and 60 divided 
between pears, peaches, plums and 
cherries, says a horticulturist. 

The apple eater, the man who always 
has an apple in his pocket to offer you, 
is usualy a good fellow and much safer 
than a man who has ten cents to buy a 
drink for you. — Western Plowman. 

Apple* Ciinnot Be Cooked. 

A peculiar feature of the apples 
grown in this section the last season 
is that they will not cook properly, 
.Many a housewife has been surprised 
that the best varieties of cooking ap- 
ples cannot be cooked as usual. They 
are tough and stringy and when sliced 
for cooking retain their shape, no mat- 
ter how long tliey may be kept on the 
stove, instead of “cooking to pieces.” 
as they should. Grocers and apple- 
men have been flooded with complaints 
about the apples they sell. The unusual 
condition of the fruit, explained an old 
apple grower and handler the other 
day, is due to the d»- 3 - weather that came 
just when the fruit was filling and ma- 
turing. — Kansas Citj’ Journal. 

Hint fur Potato Grower*. 

As the potato is so largely water it 
might be supjTosed that it is not at all 
exhaustive. But the potato crop is al- 
wa 3 ’s sold from the land instead of be- 
ing fed on it. The onl 3 ’ thing that the 
^ j)otato takes from the soil is potash, 
ami this is largeh’ found in its le.aves 
and stems. The tubers also contain 
some potash, and it is this which black- 
ens the knives and hands of those who 
peel and cut potatoefi. A large crop 
of potatoes, it is estin»ated, will take 
ICO pounds of potash an acre from the 
soil. The best potato growers practice 
a system of rotating grain and pota- 
toes, and in this way’ keep up the fer- 
tilit>’ without much dilficiiltyV -Dakol*

Site of the Fanion* London Garden to 

Be Built Upon. 

About an acre and a half of ground 
in Chelsea, which has been used for 
the past 20 t edrs bA’ W. J. Bull, the or- 
chid grower and nurser 3 'man, has been 
sold and is to be built ui)on. The piece 
of ground possesses a bistort', and no 
ordinai’ 3 ’ one, for it is part of the site 
of old Cremorne. What recollections 
must rise in the minds of those who 
knew London and were acquainted 
with London 20 or 25 t’ears ago at the 
mere mention of the word Cremorne I 
It is strange that there should be no 
book dealing with this place, in which 
was reflected for 30 t’ears that which 
was universallt' known as “London 
life.”

Balloon- 
ing was the venture which never ceased 
to attract, for it was conducted in those 
da 3 's with more than the ordInar 3 ’ 
amount of danger. The number of hair- 
breadth escapes run b 3 ’ the aeronauts 
was fearful. One would come to smash 
at Walthamstow one dat”, another 
would go for a little triji to Kent and 
alight with more celerit 3 ’ than grace 
on the green of some sleep\’ village. 

Cremorne had mun 3 ’ managers, but 
the one remembered best is Baum. 
During his regime the place attained a 
great reputation. No mone 3 ' was 
spared to provide attraction, and it is 
certain that the people who went there 
enjot ed themselves to their hearts’ de- 
sire. .An\’ evening Cremorne was worth 
a visit, but the time to see it at its best 
was after some great event, such as the 
boat race or the l)erb 3 ’. 

“What a night!” might have been 
said with good reason then. There was 
a leaven of what is c}#nivalesque about 
it: there was an extra fastness in the 
fun: an unusual spirit of gayet 3 ' abroad, 
ijicense for e.xtra time hud been grant- 
ed and fresh arrivals came pouring in 
until a very late hour. The theaters 
.and music halls all sent their audiences 
do\N~n. (’reniorne acted as a focus, so 
to speak, and centralized all the scat- 
tered rat’s of revelr 3 ’ of the metropolis. 
(Nubites hired cabs and made their wa 3 ’ 
down to the gates with all possible 
speed. 

The end of Cremorne was in 1877. 
First of all, some one libeled Mr. Baum 
about the gardens, and there was an 
action. Mr. Baum got one-fourth j)ence 
and had to pat’ his own costs. A few 
months later Mr. Baum made an appli- 
cation for the renewal of his license, 
but the number of people who gave no- 
tice of ojjposition was so great that Mr. 
Batnn withdrew and the gardens peace- 
ful It' expired. 

Such was C'remorne, and now the last 
remnant reminding one of its former 
glories is to be swept awatv — London 
Mail.
